W ashing to n, D. C., June 24, 1836. f 
D ear D em e nt :—We h ave succeeded in 
getting an appropriation of $300,000 for 
th e Hennepin canal and a provision for 
th e acceptance of th e old canal into th e 
River and Harbor bill; but th e committee 
h as struck out of my amendment th e pro­ 
vision for a feeder to be of certain dimen­ 
sions to be constructed from Rock River 
starting at Dix on, etc.; and instead pro­ 
vide th at th e wh ole q uestion of a feeder 
sh all be left to th e engineer to get th e 
water for a feeder wh ere be pleases, etc. 
I write th is th at y ou may know th e situa­ 
tion in advance of th e coosideratioa of 
th e bill in th e senate. Th e impression 
seems to prevail th at th ere is no necessity 


for such a feeder—th at it means a little 
canal from Dix on—I doubt wh eth er, we 
can defeat th e committee if we try and I 
th erefore write y ou to let y ou know th e 
situation. Let me h ear from y ou as th e 
kill will be up for consideration very soon.

Th e above wh en submitted to a few of 
our citizens to day created q uite a flutter 
of ex citement. It was suggested by sev­ 
eral th at if we could not h ave a canal; or 
navigable feq der, we certainly did not 
want a useless ditch run into our city ; 
and th at we would be better off with out 
any th ing of th e sort. But we do not 
‘th ink th at th ere can or sh ould be very 
much cause for alarm. Tko canal can 
not be built with out a feeder from Rock 
River and th e only practicable place on 
th at stream for a feeder is at Dix on. Th e 
entire fall, or slope, from Dix on to th e 
proposed summit level of th e main canal 
will be less th an four feet and th eretorc, 
as th at fall is necessary , it would bo im­ 
possible to tap th e river below Dix on;and 
if Is aot necessary , nor even practicable 
to go furth er up th an th is city . It would 
be simply foolish to build a feeder th irty - 
eigh t miles long, th rough th e very h eart 
of Illinois, and not make it a navigable 
canal; especially so wh en we remember 
th at th e additional cost of building it so 
th at it can be utilized wouM be- but a 
trifle as compared with th e cost of th e 
work. Furth ermore, with a fall of less 
th an four feet th e feeder must certainly 
be as large as one of th e two canals th at 
it feeds; for practically th e feeder must 
feed two canals—feeding th e main branch , 
as it will midway between th e termini, at 
'th e summit level. We know enough 
about canals to know th at th e feeder 
from Dix on must and certainly will be 
utilized for all th e purposes of any canal, 
and all th at we fear is th at th e bill will 
not past.

Utility in Education. 


1» Y REV. E H HOFFMAN. 
The institu tions and sy stems of any 
age are largely influ enced by the perv ad­ 
ing spirit of that age.. 
Edu cation has 
been no ex ception. 
W hen it was acqu ir­ 
ed as an accomplishment rather than for 
practical u se in ev er day life, w hen the 
characteristic spirit of the times was one 
of apathy , and general indifference to the 
u sefu l and that which betters m an’s con­ 
dition; then edu cation consisted largely 
in philosophising and v isionary theoriz­ 
ing. 
The qu estion of u tility nev er en­ 
tered the edu cated specu lator’s mind- 
H e spent his life in wrestling with su ch 
abstru se problems, which, w hether solv ­ 
ed or not, was a m atter of v ery little con­ 
sequ ence to the world. 
Bu t that age is past. 
W e are liv ing in 
altogether a different atm osphere. 
The 
all perv ading spirit of this age is u tilitar­ 
ian and materialistic. 
The flrs qu estion 
is alway s, How can I u se this? 
How can 
1 tu rn that into money ? 
Ev ery thihg, to 
be worth men's time and thou ght mu st 
hav e its v alu e stamped u pon it in dollars 
anu cents. 
W e need not stop to notice 
in a general way the ev ils that come from 
this. 
W e w ant to note especially its ef­ 
fect u pon the edu cation of ou r day . This 
same u tilitarian spirit largely perv ades 
the edu cational world. 
The child in the 
primary school will neglect gram m ar, be­ 
cau se it can talk withou t k now ing any 
thing of gram m ar, and it don’t see any 
u se to stu dy it. 
The y ou ng man or wo­ 
man going to ou r higher institu tions of 
learning will too often 
select 
those 
branches which bear specially u pon their 
prospectiv e professions. 
The one pre­ 
paring for law will discard one. another 
look ing forw ard to teaching will not 
think it 
necessary 
to stu dy 
another 
branch, becau se it will be of no u se in 
my profession, or becau se I will not hav e 
that to teach. 
The qu estion in both is, W hat special 
u se is this to me? 
How mu ch money is 
it worth tc me? 
All this is a sad perv ersion of w hat ed­ 
u cation really is. 
W e certainly do not 
object to an edu cation being u sefu l nor to 
m apping one’s cou rse with an ey e to one’s 
prospectiv e profession; bu t we protest 
agaiu st this selfish notion of try ing to 
measu re the v alu e of ev ery departm ent 
of stu dy in dollars and cents. 
An edu ­ 
cation Is not a stock of facts collected 
from books. 
Y ou may be able to giv e 
ev ery date of history , ev ery proposition 
of geometry *, and y et y ou may not hav e 
the first ru dim ents of an edu cation. 
On, 
the other hand, a m an may not be able 
to giv e one-half dozen dates of history , 
nor repeat from mem ory two proposit­ 
ions of geometry ; y et he can pu t together 
facts in history , draw logical conclu sions 
from them ; thou gh he has forgotten the 
statem ent of geometrical proposstion, 
y et w hen one is read to him, he can 
demonstrate it; that m an is more or less 
and edu cated man. 
W e repeat an edu ­ 
cation is not an accu m u lation of facts, 
howev er large, nor a stock of somebody 
clse’s ideas. 
The proper prov ince of a 
college or a school is not to fu rnish its 
stu dents with a stock of ideas w hich they 
can peddle ou t at a shilling an idea—al­ 
thou gh we u nfortu nately hav e institu ­ 
tions w hich pu t forth su ch claims. 
(I 
tru st ev ery teacher has carefu lly read the 
ex cellent editorial in the April nu m ber of 
the 
Og le Co u n ty S ch o o ls 
on “ Practical 
Edu cation.”) 
W hat is an edu cation then? 
It is sim­ 
ply learning how to think . 
You are not 
an edu cated man or wom an, my reader, 
u ntil y ou hu v e learned how to think . 
One of ou r professors at college u se to 
tell u s, “ Gentlemen, I care not whether 
y ou can rem ember one fact y ou get 
while here at college, after y ou leav e, if 
y ou hav e ju st learned how to think , 
y ou r time here will hav e been well 
spent.” O, if my primary and public 
school teachers had only known this 
truth, I would not now feel ev ery day 
the mistakes and 
wrongs of my pu blic 
school training. 
Whether Primary , In- 


Tbe teacher who is throu gh with a reci­ 
tation, when the pu pil has simply recited 
the lesson of the tex t book , is not com ­ 
petent to teach, and is doing an irrepar­ 
able w rong to his pu pils.—No edu cation 
can be fou nd in book s. 
Ju st as the 
du mb-bells and Indian clu bs of the gjm - 
nasimn are not phy sical dev elopm ent, 
neither are book s, ner a k nowledge of 
them alone, an edu cation. 
They are a 
means to an end—mental training. 
There is no sort-cu t, roy al road to an 
edu cation. 
It is by a long and tortu ou s 
process. 
The institu tion that claims to 
edu cate y ou in six m onths or a y ear is a 
frau d; and will do y ou more inju ry than 
good. 
The first qu estion to be decided 
when selecting an institu tion of learning, 
is not w here are board and tu tion the 
cheapest; bu t rather where can I go where 
my instru ctors hav e themselv es learned 
how to think ? 
Might as well try to learn 
the art of printing from a wood-sawy er, 
as to get an edu cation from a teacher 
who is not himself an edu cated man. 
Cheap board and tu ition are not alway s 
fou nd in the same institu tion with a fac­ 
u lty of think ers, bu t the latter are in­ 
dispensable to ev ery institu tion of learn- 
jDg ^O g le ('a u n ty S ch o o ls. 


The Process by which Steel Pens 
» re Made. 
Abou t a million gross of steel pens are 
worn ou t ev ery y ear in the United States. 
W hat becomes of them? 
Tw enty y ears 
ago most of the steel pens u sed in this 
cou ntry were imported. 
Now com para­ 
tiv ely few are imported, and there are 
sev eral factories in the cou ntry in which 
they are made in large qu antities. 
One 
factory is in Connecticu t, another is in 
Pennsy lv ania, and a large one is in Cam ­ 
den. 
T he m anu factu rers say that the 
indu stry has been fostered by the pro­ 
tectiv e tariff, and that if the tariff were 
to be tak en off. the m ark et wou ld be 
flooded with cheap steel pens at lower 
prices than ou rs and of inferior qu ality . 
At present the importation of foreign 
pens is*mainly confined to high-priced 
articles. 
It was at first dou bted that steel pens 
cou ld be made in this cou ntry , bu t it was 
soon learned that the requ isite sk illed 
labor cou ld be obtained for high wages, 
and the su ccess of the pioneers led one 
m anu factu rer after another into the bu s­ 
iness, u ntil now the field is pretty well 
su pplied. 
Most of the work on these lit­ 
tle instru m ents is done with the aid of 
v ery nice machinery , work ed by women 
and girls. 
The steel u sed is imported b e­ 
cau se it is believ ed that the qu ality is 
more u niform than American steel. This 
u niform ity of qu ality is necessary be­ 
cau se of the v ery delicate tem pering re­ 
qu ired in the m anu factu re of the pens 
T hat my steriou s qu ality of steel which 
giv es differnt grades of elasticity and 
brittleness to differnt colors of steel is a 
qu ality that requ ires ex pert m anipu la­ 
tion on the part of the w ork m an who does 
the tempering. 
He mu st k now the na­ 
tu re of the material with which he work s, 
and with that k nowledge m u st ex ercise 
a celerity and sk ill, that seize u pon the 
proper instant to fasten the steel at a 
heat w hich insu res the requ isite qu ality . 


First the steel is rolled into big sheets. 
This is cu t into strips abou t three inches 
wide. 
These strips are annealed—that 
is, they are heated to a red heat and per­ 
m itted to cool v ery gradu ally , so that the 
brittleness is all remov ed and the steel is 
soft enou gh to be easily work ed. 
T hen 
the strips are again rolled to the requ ired 
thick ness or, rather, thinness, for the 
av erage steel pen is not thick er than a 
sheet of thin letter paper. N ex t the blank 
pen is cu t ou t of the fiat strip. 
On this 
the name of the m ak er or of the brand is 
stamped. 
The last is a v ery im portant 
factor. 
There are nu m bers that hav e 
come to be a v alu able property to m anu ­ 
factu rers. 
Many clerk s say they cannot 
w erk to adv antage u nless they hav e par­ 
ticu lar sty les of pens. 
The resu lt is that 
by passing the word from one w riter to 
another a m ark et is soon created for a 
fav orite sty le. 
Each steel pen has. there­ 
fore, to be stamped w ith su fficient read­ 
ing m atter to identify it thorou ghly . 
The stamping is done with v ery nicely 
cu t sharp dies that cu t deep and clean, 
so that the reading m atter will no be ob­ 
literated bv the finishing process. 
Nex t 
the pen is mou lded in a form which com ­ 
bines gracefu lness with strength. 
The 
rou nding enables the pen to hold the re­ 
qu isite ink . and to distribu te it more 


ru n. 
It is the qu ick ey e for color and the 
qu ich hand to fasten it that constitu te 
the sk ill of the tem pering of 
steel. 
W hen the steel is heated for tem pering it 
is bright. 
The first color that appears is 
a straw color. 
This changes rapidly to 
a blu e. 
The elasticity of the m etal v ar­ 
ies with the color, and is fastened at any 
point by instant plu nging in cold mater. 
The processes of slitting, polishing, 
pointing and finishing the pens are oper­ 
ations requ iring dex terity , bu t by long 
practice the wormen and work wom en be­ 
come v ery ex pert. 
There hav e been few 
changes of late y ears, and the process of 
m anu factu re is mu ch the same that It 
was tw enty y ears ago, and the prices are 
rather u niform, ranging from 7 5 cents to 
*4 a gross, according to the qu ality of 
the finish. 
The box es sold almost u ni­ 
v ersally contain a gross. 
Fancies come and go in the sty les of 
pens as in other fashions. 
One Am eri­ 
can alone tu rns ou t 35 0 different patterns. 
Some are v ery odd, su ch as the stu b pens, 
the drau ghtm an’s pen, which m ak es two 
parallel lines at once; the m am moth pen, 
su ited to u se on rou gh paper; and the pen 
with the tu rned tip point, that writes a 
thick m ark , y et ru ns smoothly ov er the 
paper. 
Then there are delicate pens for 
ladies, pens that mak e a fine hair line and 
y et can spring ou t to a heav y shading. 
Already the American steel pens hav e be­ 
come famou s abroad, and many are ex ­ 
ported. 
Many pens are made of other 
metals besides steel. 
One k ind is the 
German silv er non-corrosiv e pen for red 
ink . 
A nother is an imitation gold pen 
made of non-corrosiv e metal. 
There 
are pens of all colors and sizes for all 
trades and professions. 


The County Miperintendenej 
Now that the candidates for the conn 
ty Su perintendency 
are 
coming into 
notice, it may not he ou t of place for one 
w ho has had ov er three y ears’ ex perience 
in the w ork to say scmething abou t the 
du ties and requ irem ents of the office. 
It 
will probably seem a rash statem ent to 
many , bu t it is nev ertheless tru e, that 
u nder the law this office requ ires a great­ 
er am ou nt of work , a greater v ariety of 
work and more difficu lt work , and for 
smaller pay than 
other offices in the 
cou nty . 
The law ex pects the Cou nty Su perin­ 
tendent to be a professional edu cator, 
one w ho has made a special stu dy of 
theories and methods of teaching, so 
that he is com petent to adv ise the teach­ 
ers of the cou nty in regard to their work ; 
to hav e a su fficient edu cation in all the 
branches requ ired for a first grade cer­ 
tificate to enable him to ex amine teach­ 
ers in these branches: to be familiar with 
that most incomprehensible branch of ju ­ 
dicial legislation, the School Law, so that 
he can act as the legal adv iser of the six 
hu ndred-and-odd school officers of the 
cou nty ; to be an ex pert book -k eeper, so 
that he can ex amine intelligently the 
book s of the twenty -fiv e school treasu rers 
of the cou nty ; a safe financial agent, for 
inv esting and collecting the fu nds of the 
cou nty , and an impartial ju dge, tor he 
constitu tes a cou rt of final appeal in many 
im portant school controv ersies. 
A single thou ght will conv ince any one 
that no one can be fou nd to possess all 
these qu alities in the degree that he will 
need them in the work of this office, and 
that a m an does well w ho possesses ev en 
one of them in any m ark ed degree. 
A 
single one, or at most two of them, is all 
that Í3 reou ;red !n any other cou nty of­ 
fice. 
Some estimate of the am ou nt of labor 
connected with the office may be made 
from the fact that in this cou nty ov er 
fou r hu ndred applicants for certificates 
are ex amined annu ally ; two hu ndred and 
twenty -one school-rooms m u st be v isited 
annu ally ; u nder the most fav orable cir­ 
cu mstances, ov er two thou sand miles 
m u st be trav eled in all k inds of w eather 
and all conditions of roads; tw o week s 
are ex pected to be spent in institu te 
work ; one m onth is requ ired for collect­ 
ing statistics and m ak ing the necessary 
reports of the office; another m onth is re­ 
qu ired for the ex amination of treasu rers’ 
book s, if the law is complied with; if 
school su perv ision is to be effectiv e, a 
regu lar cou rse of stu dy with ex am ina­ 
tions and reports on the same mu st 
be prov ided for; anti the am ou nt of cor­ 
respondence can be estimated from the 
fact that last y ear ov er #7 9.00 was paid 
ou t for stamps and postal cards for the 
gradu ally than cou ld be done with a fiat

To the abov e mu st be added the time 


schools of the cou nty depends almost e n­ 
tirely u pon the teachers, and that the 
Cou nty Su perintendent has almost abso­ 
lu te control of the selection of teachers. 
A sa financial office, efrer ten thou sand 
dollars passes throu gh his hands ev ery 
y ear, besides the six thou sand dollars 
loanbalc fu nd which he mu st manage. 
F or this work he is paid $4 dollars a day 
for the time actu ally spent in the work . 
If he tak es a day ’s v acation, he loses a 
day ’s salary . 
O ther officers are paid by 
the y ear, and no accou nt is tak en of an 
occasional v acation. 
For trav eling ex penses, the law pro 
v ides (?) one dollar a day for time actu al­ 
ly 
spent in school v isitation, du ring 
which time, if he pay s regu lar rates, his 
ex penses are u su ally three dollars per 
day , not cou nting the u se of his horse. 
Under the circu mstances, the people of 
the cou u ty may congratu late themselv es 
on hav ing capable men who are willing 
to accept the office .— Og le Co u n ty S ch o o ls.
